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Constitution  and  By-Laws 

OF  THE 

AURORA  SNOW-SHOE  CLUB, 


Art.  I. — Name. 

This  Club  is  established  with  a  view  to  encourage  a 
taste  for  the  exercise  of  snow-shoeing,  and  shall  be  called 
the  "  Aurora  Snow-Shoe  Club." 

Art.  II. — Colours. 

The  colours  of  the  Club  shall  be  Red  and  Dark  Blue 

Art.  III. — Clib  Uniform. 

The  Club  uniform  shall  consist  of  a  red  Tuque,  with  a 
dark  blue  Tassel  ;  a  dark  blue  Blanket  Coat  having  one 
broad  black  stripe,  black  epaulets,  and  all  the  trimmings 
in  red  ;  Knickerbockers  trimmed  with  red  ;  red  Stockings 
and  red  Sash. 

Art.  IV. — Officers  and  Committee  Men. 

8ec>.  I. — The  Officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  to  be  elect- 
ed in  the  above  order,  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of 
the  Club . 

Sec.  II. — In  addition  to  the  Officers  already  named, 
five  members  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meet- 
ing as  Committee  men,  who  with  the  President  and  other 
Officers,  shall  jointly  form  a  Committee  of  Management, 


Art.  V. — Duties  of  the  President. 

Sec.  I. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  meetings,  to  see  that  the  Rules  of  the  Club  are 
strictly  enforced,  to  order  Special  Meetings  of  the  Club 
as  resolved  upon  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  or 
upon  the  request  in  writing  of  any  ten  (10)  members  :  to 
declare  the  votes  and  to  have  a  general  supervision  over 
the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  II. — In  the  absence  of  the  President,  his  duties 
shall  be  performed  by  the  First  Vice-President,  who,  if 
also  absent,  shall  be  replaced  by  the  second  Vice-President. 

Art.  VI. — Duties  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  transac- 
tions and  meetings  ;  when  required  he  shall  notify  mem- 
bers of  meetings  ;  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the 
Club;  countersign  all  accounts  after  they  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee  and  signed  by  the  President. 
and  then  hand  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment. 

Art,  VII. — Duties  of  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  L — The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  subscriptions 
and  give  receipts  for  same,  and  shall  keep  a  regular  account 
of  receipt  and  expenditure,  which  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Committee  whenever  required. 

Sec.  II. — The  Treasurer  shall  present  his  accounts  for 
the  past  year  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  their  being  audited  and  passed. 

Sec.  III. — In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Trea- 
surer shall  perform  his  duties. 

Art.  VIII. — Committee. 

The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  charge  of  and 
control  all  matters  relating  to  the  Club,  subject  to  this 
Constitution,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  which  may 
arise  affecting  its  interests.  This  Committee  shall  hold 
meetings  when  summoned  by  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  the  next  highest  officer  available. 


Art.  IX. — Quorum, 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Club,  ten  (10)  shall  form  a  quorum, 
and  at  all  Committee  meetings,  four  (4)  shall  form  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Art.  X. — Order  of  Business, 

At  all  meetings  the  following  order  shall  be  observed  : 

1.  The  senior  officer  present,  or  in  the  absence  of  all 
the  officers,  a  member  chosen  by  those  present,  shall  pre- 
side and  call  the  meeting  to  order. 

2.  At  any  special  meeting  of  the  Club  the  notice  con- 
vening such  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary,  but 
at  all  ordinary  meetings  such  action  upon  the  part  of  the 
Secretary  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

3.  The  Chairman  will  put  the  Minutes  to  the  vote,  and 
if  confirmed,  they  are  to  be  signed  by  himself  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary. 

4.  The  Chairman  will  then  announce  that  the  Treasurer 
is  ready  to  receive  dues. 

5.  Balloting  for  members,  if  any,  the  Chairman  ap- 
pointing two  scrutineers. 

6.  Propositions  for  membership. 

7.  Notices  of  motion  from  previous  meetings. 

8.  Notices  of  motion  to  lie  over. 

9.  Reports,  if  any,  from  Special  Committees. 

10.  Any  other  business  may  be  taken  in  the  order  the 
Chairman  may  see  fit. 

Art.  XL — Resignation  or  Officers. 

In  the  event  of  the  resignation  of  any  officer  of  the  Club, 
or  of  any  of  the  Committee  men,  the  Club,  at  its  earliest 
available  meeting,  shall  be  notified  of  such  resignation  ; 
and  if  it  be  accepted,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club  shall 
be  called,  not  less  than  a  week  from  the  date  of  such  ac- 
ceptance, for  the  election  of  a  successor  to  the  vacated 
office. 
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Art.  XII — Removal  of  Officers. 

Any  officer  of  the  Club  can  be  removed  from  office 
under  the  following  provisoes  : — 

I. — That  the  charge  or  complaint  being  laid  in  writing 
before  the  Club,  a  Special  Meeting,  not  less  than  one  week 
from  date,  shall  be  called  for  its  discussion. 

II.  If  at  this  special  meeting,  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  be  recorded  against  the  officer  in  ques- 
tion, his  office  shall  be  declared  vacant  and  his  successor 
elected  forthwith. 

Art.  XIII.- — Membership. 

Every  candidate  for  membership  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  by  one  member  and  seconded  by  another.  The 
proposition  is  to  be  announced  to  the  meeting  by  the  Se- 
cretary, and  at  the  following  meeting  it  is  to  be  again  read 
by  the  same  officer,  after  which  the  candidate's  name  may 
be  submitted  to  the  Club  for  election.  The  election  shall 
be  by  ballot,  by  means  of  papers  marked  "  Yes  "  or 
"No,"  one  negative  ballot  in  every  ten  (10)  cast  shall 
exclude  the  applicant  from  membership.  In  reckoning 
the  quota  of  negative  ballots,  if  the  number  of  ballots  cast 
shall  not  be  exactly  divisible  by  ten,  then  the  number  re- 
maining from  such  division  shall  count  as  an  additional  ten. 

Any  candidate  who  is  under  nineteen  (19)  years  of  age, 
or  one  who  is  a  member  of  any  Snow- Shoe  Club  in  the 
City  of  Quebec,  shall  not  be  eligible  for  membership ;  and 
if  any  member  of  this  Club  joins  any  such  city  club,  he 
will  by  that  act  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this  Club. 

Art.  XIV. — Subscription. 

Sec.  I. — The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  Two  (2) 
dollars. 

Sec.  II. — Every  candidate,  on  being  elected  a  member, 
shall  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  pay  his 
subscription.  The  proposer  and  seconder  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  same  for  one  (1)  year. 


Art.  XV. — Badges. 

Upon  payment  of  his  annual  subscription,  each  member 
will  receive  a  ribbon  bearing  the  date  of  the  year  in  which 
the  current  season  commenced,  together  with  such  other 
superscription  as  the  President — subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Art.  VIII — may  direct.  This  ribbon  will  be  an  official 
receipt  for  the  subscription,  and  is  to  be  worn  by  the  mem- 
ber, as  the  President — subject  as  aforesaid — may  ordain . 

Any  Badge,  distinctive  of  the  Club,  wdiich  may  be 
adopted,  will  be  worn  according  to  the  ruling  of  the  Pre- 
sident— acting  under  Art,  VIII,  as  aforesaid. 

Art.  XVI. — Election  of  Officers  and  Committee 
Men. 


Sec.  I. — All  Elections  of  Officers  shall  be  by  written 
ballot. 

Sec.  II. — The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes,  to  be  declared  elected,  and  in  the  event  of  a  tie 
existing,  the  President  to  have  a  casting  vote. 

Sec.  III. — The  five  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
voted  for  en  bloc  and  those  five  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  elected.  In  the  case  of  a  tie  in  the  low- 
est number  of  votes,  another  ballot,  restricted  to  those 
members  having  equal  votes,  shall  be  cast,  and  should  the 
result  again  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall  have  a  casting 
vote. 

Sec.  IV. — Only  members  present  and  not  in  arrears' 
shall  have  a  right  to  vote. 

Art.  XVII  — Life  Membership. 

Any  member  of  ten  (10)  years  standing,  on  the  payment 
of  Ten  (10)  Dollars,  may  be  declared  a  Life  Member  of 
the  Club,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  an  Honorary 
Member. 


Art.  XVIII. — Honorary   Membership. 

Sec.  I. — Persons  of  distinction,  and  others,  who  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  are  .desirable  as  Honorary 
Members,  may,  on  the  Committee's  recommendation,  be 
elected  as  such  by  ballot,  in  the  nsnal  way,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Club  called  specially  for  that  purpose,  with  at  least 
three  (3)  days'  notice. 

Sec.  II. — Honorary  and  Life  Members  have  all  the  pri- 
vileges of  ordinary  members,  and  are  exempt  from  the 
annual  subscription. 

Art.  XIX. — Expulsions. 

Any  member  who  may  have  been  guilty  of  ungentleman- 
like  conduct,  may  be  expelled  by  a  majority  of  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Club,  specially  called  for  that  purpose,  and  of 
which  not  less  than  six  (6)  days  previous  notice  must  be 
given. 

Art.  XX.—  Meeting s. 

Sec.  I. — The  Club  shall  tramp  every  Thursday  evening 
during  the  winter  ;  but  to  meet  special  circumstances,  the 
President  shall  be  empowered  to  alter  the  date  of  the 
ihen  ensuing  tramp  night,  upon  giving  due  notice  thereof 
to  the  Club. 

Sec.  II.— -The  senior  officer  present  will,  before  starting, 
appoint  a  "Leader"  and  a  "Whipper-in." 

Sec.  III. — No  member  shall  pass  the  "  Leader  "  without 
his  permission. 

Sec.  IV. — The  "Leader"  must  halt  when  the  "Whipper- 
in  "  gives  the  signal,  and  must  remain  at  the  halt  until  the 
"  Whipper-in  "  gives  the  order  to  proceed. 

Art.  XXI. — Discussions. 

Sec.  I. — No  discussion  of  any  kind  shall  take  place, 
without  the  President's  consent ;  except  upon  a  motion 
made  in  writing,  duly  proposed  and  seconded. 

Sec.  II. — Any  member  desirous  of  speaking  shall  address 
the  Chair,  and  remain  standing  while  so  addressing  it. 


Art.  XXII.— Dies. 

All  Annual  Subscriptions  are  due  in  advance  and  pay- 
able at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  each  year. 

Art.  XXIII.— Non-Payment  of  Dues. 

If  any  member,  in  addition  to  the  subscription  of  the: 
current  year,  has  not  paid  that  of  the  year  preceding  it. 
the  President  is  empowered  to  direct  the  Secretary  to 
write  to  such  member,  and  notify  him  of  his  default,  and 
if  the  said  member  does  iiol  pay  said  arrears  within  two 
(2)  weeks  from  the  date  of  such  notification,  the  President 
may  direct  his  name  to  be  struck  from  the  list  of  members, 
such  action  to  be  notified  to  the  Club  at  its  next  following 
meeting. 

Art.  XXIV.  —Members  in  Arrears. 

No  member  who  is  in  any  way  in  debt  to  the  Club 
funds,  will  be  allowed  to  participate  in  sports  or  enter- 
tainments of  any  kind  given  by  the  Club. 

Art.  XXV. — Guests. 

Any  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  inviting  a  friend 
to  accompany  the  Club  on  any  one  of  its  weekly  tramps. 

Art.  XXVI. — Annual  General  Meeting. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held 
upon  the  second  Thursday  of  November  in  each  year,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  President. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  the  same  as  at  any  other 
Special  Meeting  (see  Art.  X),  except,  that  after  the  min- 
utes of  the  last  meeting  have  been  confirmed,  the  Annual 
Report  shall  be  read  and  adopted  :  the  Treasurer  shall 
then  give  his  Annual   Statement  and  have  his  accounts 
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audited,  the  President  appointing  two  auditors  for  that 
purpose  ;  after  which  the  election  of  Officers  and  Com- 
mittee men  shall  be  proceeded  with  (see  Art.  XVI)  and 
in  the  order  as  follows  :  — 

President,  1st  Vice-President,  2nd  Vice-President,  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer,  Committeemen. 

The  Meeting  will  then  follow  the  usual  course  of 
business,  as  laid  down  in  Article  X. 

Art.  XXVII. — Amendments, 

All  notices  of  any  alteration  or  amendment  to  this  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  must  be  brought  before  the  Club 
in  writing,  and  be  duly  proposed  and  seconded.  It  will 
then  be  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Club,  specially  con- 
vened for  the  purpose,  not  less  than  a  calendar  month 
afterwards,  and  will  be  adopted  if  it  receive  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present.
